For eAdjourning the Parliament from the Sixteemb of 
September, 1691, to the Fourteenth of January, 1692. 


4 ILLIAM and MART by the Grace of G OD, King and

RS of Our Privy Council, Purſevants, Meſſengers at Arms, Our 
Sheriffs in that part, conjundly and ſeverally, ſpecially conſtitute, Greet= 
ing : Foraſmuch as We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, 
Did by Our Proclamation of the date the fourth. day of May laſt, Adjourn 
the current Parliament of this Our Antieat Kingdom of Scozland , from the 
Fitteenth day of the ſaid Month, to the ſixteenth day of September next enſuing 3 
And now in regard of our Abſence out of Britain, and that the preſent State 
of Our Afairs, doth not require the Meeting of Our Parliament, fo ſoon as 
the ſaid S xteenth day of Seprember, to which it was Adjourned 3 -And thar 
the Members of Parliament may not be put to the Trouble and "Charge of 
Mecting upon the faid day : We therefore with Advice ofthe Lords of Our 
' Privy Council, hereby adjourn Our ſaid current Parliament, until the four- 
teenth day of Fanuary, in the Tear one thouſand fix hundred and ninety twoz 
Hereby requiring all the Members of Our Parliament, to attend that Day at 
Edinburgh, in the uſual way, and under the Certifications contained in the ſe- 
veral Acts of Parliament, .OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and We Charge. 
you ſtritly,andCommand, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, yepaſs tothe 
Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and remanent Mercat-Crofſes of the Head-Burghs 
of this Our Antient Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Authority, by 0- 
en Proclamation, make Intimation of the faid Adjournment of Our Parliament 
of this Kingdom, from the faid ſixteenth day of September next enſuing» ro the 
faid fourteenth day of January thereafter, in the ſaid year One thouſand fix 
hundred and ninety two 3 and Ordains theſe preſents robe Printed and Publi- 
ſhed, as yewill anſwer to Us thereupon: The which to do, We commirto 
youconjunAl and ſeyerally, as faid is, Our full Power by theſe preſents, de- 

livering them be you duly Execute and Indorſed againto the Bearer. _
